People Bonnd for the Fair in a 
Bailroad Smashupi 


CCTAHOOA PALLS, O., July 2(5.—The lec- 
, oad section of the Baltimore and Ohio ex- 
press, west bound, was wrecked one mile 
east of Munroe Palls. Spreading of rails 
caused the wreck at that point, whero 
there is a short curve in the track. Five of 
the coaches, loaded with passengers, most 
of whom were on their way to Chicago, 
were thrown down aten footembauknient. 
Nobody was killed outright, but thirty 
were injured, five of them, it is thought, 
aeriousljr. All of the maimed were Uken 
to Akron by special train and sent to the 
City hospital. The latest reports are to 
the effect that all the wounded will re- 
cover. There are three or four cases where 
unfavorable aymptoms 
may be mani- 
fested, but the majority will be all right 
within a few days. There are twenty-one 
riotlms now in the hospital. 


When the cars left the track many of 
the passengers were asleep. 
The last 
coach was the one most seriously wrecked. 
It jumped the rails where the curve was 
the sharpest, and plunged along the ties 
about fifty yards before tumbling down 
the embankment. Seats and timbers were 
piled promiscuously on the imprisoned 
passengers. Fortunately for them there 
was no fire to ignite the wrecked coaches, 
or there would have been a repetition of 
the horrible Ravenna disaster of July 3, 
1891. 


Fatal CrMh Into Freight Cars. 


PIIOVIDENCE, R. I., July 26.—The first 
saotlon of the mail train from Boston to 
New York was wrecked opposite Dodge- 
Yille station by coming into collision with 
several freight cars left standing on the 
trac:k. Charles J. Miller, a mail clerk, of 
Walton Falls, N. Y., was Instantly killed. 
Rdward C. Murphey, another mail clerk* 
Putnam. Conn., received a compound 
fracture of the skull and cannot live. Cap- 
tain Rooert A. Gray, of Cambridgeport, 
aaother mail clerk, received a compound 
fracture of tbe left forearm. Charles Buck- 
ingham, of Milford, Mass., who was in the 
mail oar, was cut on the forehead, but not 
badly hurt 
A number of passengers were 
sU«litly injured. 


A W««t Vmun Aeeldcnt. 


PimBURO, July 96.—A West Penn rail- 
road passenger train, consisting of an en- 
glM and three ooaches, crashed into the 
* r#ar0f a freight train near Pine Creek, 
three miles outside of the city. 
Fireman 
Stump Jumped from the engine and was 
badly bruised. 
Engineer Alfred Bisseli 
remained on the engine and was badly cut 
and bruised, but will recover. 
Samuel 
Murphy, a contractor, was badly hurt 
Baggage Master Flemming had several 
ribs broken. Richard Armstrong, a pas- 
senger, was thrown through a window 
and badly cut with the glass. 


Threa Iturncd to m Crisp. 


MOROANFIELD, Ky., July 26.—A terrible 
wreck occurred on the Ohio Valley rail- 
road, two miles from this city. Freight 
train No. 
consisting of engine and six 
freight cars, loaded with through freight, 
were ditched and afterward burned. Three 
lives were lost—Robert Vandorn, engineer; 
Frank Threlkeld, fireman, and Marion 
Davis, head brakeman. Their bodies were 
burnsd to a crisp. 


Trying to Force the Government 
Into the Siamese Dispute. 


TIKK-TSIN, July ».—The Chinese gov- 
emment has received the news of Frances's 
territorial 
demands upon Slam with 
amazement and indignation. That France 
should lay claim to country up to the 
twenty-third parallel is regarded as an in- 
trusion upon the rights of C^ina, for at 
Pekin the contention is that both banks of 
the Mekong to a point well south of the 
twenty-third parallel are Chinese posses- 
sions. The Mandarin party, which is bit- 
terly anti-French, is trying to force the 
government to interfere. 


PARIS, July 30.—A cabinet council was 
held yesterday at Marly-Le-Roi, where 
President Carnot is temporarily sojourn- 
ing. M. Carnot presided over the delib- 
erations, which were entirely devoted to 
the Siamese question. After the council 
rose it was stated that the government 
had taken such measures to safeguard the 
interests and dignity of France as were 
considered from Slam's reply to 
the 
French ultimatum to have been rendered 
necessary. 


Itis stated semi-oflSciallythattheblock- 
ade will not be confined to the estuary of 
the Menam, but that the rivers east and 
west also will be blockaded. Rear Admiral 
Humann will occupy an island eighteen 
miles from the Menam. It is reported also 
that there is no intention to bombard Bang- 
kok, although the batteries on both sides 
of the river at Paknam and on the island in 
midstream will be destroyed. The Royal 
Palace,where IS,000 soldiers are believed to 
be massecl, will be attacked and occupied. 


The Débats, after noting that the region 
south of the twenty-third parallel, to 
which France hopes to extend her territory 
in Siam, includes the provinces ceded by 
Great Britain to Siam after the Burmese 
war, makes these comments: "This, we 
believe, is what the marquis of Dufferin 
was charged to represent to M. Develle, 
and what China has also directed atten- 
tion to. It is useless, therefore, to shut 
our eyes to the fact that, beyond certain 
points, we no longer have to deal with 
Siam, but perhaps with England, and cer- 
Uinly with China." 


The Chinese charge d'affaires called on 
M. Develle, minister of foreign affairs, 
aad explained the Chinese government's 
views of the Franco-Siamese dispute. 


A dispatch from Bangkok states thatM. 
Pavie, French minister resident, started 
down the river yesterday aftetvoon on the 
warship Inconstante, accompanied by the 
warships Lutin and Comete. All was quiet 
in the city. 


IfONDOK, July 36.—In the house of com- 
mons Mr. John Leng, Advanced Liberal, 
asked if the government was aware that 
British subjects possessed rights over 
forty square miles of land in the Siamese 
provinces of Chantaborn, Krat and Bat- 
tambang for working ruby and sapphire 
mines, and whether, in the event of Frauce 
annexing these provinces, care would be 
taken to guard British interests. 


Sir Edward Grey, parliamentary secre- 
tary of the foreign office, stated in reply 
that the government was aware of the 
mining right« held in Siam by British sub-

LONDON, July 26.—Dr. John Rae, the 
Arctic explorer, died at his residence in 
this city after a prolonged illness. Dr. 
Itae came inte proiuineuce in IMG, when 
he was entrusted by the Hudson's Bay 
company with the task of completing the 
delineations of the northern sUores of the 
American continent 
During the spring 
of 1847 Dr. Rae explored on loot the shores 
of a great gulf having 7iK) miles of coast 
line. 
He thus connected the work of 
Parry at the mouth of Fury and Hecia 
strait with the vrork of Ross on the coast 
of Boothia, proving that booiliia was part 
of the Americaa continent. 


Bloodsksd in KaasM, 


WEIR CITY, Kan., July 21.—A number 
of striking miners, led by a hundred 
women,attacked the Strip pit miners in one 
of the mines near here yesterday after' 
noon. A fierce flght ensued, in which 
clubs, rocks and ilt-earms were used. About 
100 shots wei'e flred and a number on both 
sides were injured. 
No one was killed. 
The working miners wore driven off. 
More bloodshed is feared.

The blockade would certainly be an act of 
belligerency. 
The British government, 
Sir Edward added, proposed to continue 
its present protection of the lives of Brit- 
ish subjects in Bangkok and of the prop- 
erty of British subjects. 


Sir Charles Düke asked: '*Will there be 
a declaration of war, or merely an implied 
belligerency f Will not the blockade be 
established under the pretense of its being 
What is called a 'pacific blockade?'" 


Sir Edward replied: "I can't add any- 
thing to what I have said. Great Britain 
has a sufficient force off Bangkok to pro- 
tect British subjects and property/'

Over thirty men were injured, three fatally, 
and one Pole had his ears cut off. 
Many 
windows were broken in with stones and 
clubs. Shortly before midnight Deputy 
Sheriff Craig arrived with a well armed 
posse and overawed the rioters and re- 
stored peace. Many arrests will follow.

Cod is the fifcih most dis- 
tributed next to shad, and of whitefish, 
lake trout, pike, perch, salmon, liut- 
fish and lobster the distribution of 
eggs, fry and yearlings were away up 
in the raillions of each, every State and 
Territory getting a share.

of the Commission, which is of BO great 
importance and «ubstantiul value to 
the whole people, is done quietly, in a 
thorough business wayi without parade 
of any kind, and the Commission is a 
by no means widely known d^artment 
oi the Guyt^rnment.

It may seem like great fun 
to trundle a rolling chair around in 
the sun for an unlimited number of 
hours, but Doctor Hillmantle says that 
sdme of the college boys have suffered 
enormously.

It is an excellent 
plan of the hospitals for giving their 
nurses a change of scene and an op- 
portunity to visit the Fair. 
The hos- 
pital and medi;;al bureau proper occupy 
tho whole of the first fioor. The upper 
fioor is devoted to the accommodation 
of tho physicians, nurses and other at- 
tendants. 
On tho whole it is as com- 
plete 
and 
thoroughly 
equipped 
an 
emergency retreat for tho injured and 
and atiiioted as the skill of i^hysicians 
and tho rules of medical science could 
devise. 


In talking with tho Herald repre- 
sentative the other day Dr. Hillmantle 
observed that it M-as a pity that the 
building and its equipment could not 
bo pre»ervod for longer use than that 
involved in the period of the Fair. 
Tl\e doctor says, however, that they 


thom women who have been overcome 
by the heat, excitement or fatigue. 
But tho physicians all say this class of 
patients is becoming fewer and fewer 
in number. 
Doctor Hillmantte says 
that tho press has done a good workin 
warning people from excess of fatigue 
and instructing them how to avoid it, 
and he hopes that tho people will re-

cessively hot weather much greater ac- 
tivity about the hospital. 
He advises 
people most earnestly not to attempt 
to do too much at the Fair 
when the 
mid-day sun is blazing down; he ad- 
vises the 
people, too, to come to tho 
Fair early in the day and avoid the ex- 
treme heat; he suggest, moreover,that 
visitors confine themselves during the 
excessively hot weather to the explora- 
tion of as limited an area as possible, • 
and to avoid 
exposure 
to 
the 
sun | 
whenever it can be done. 
, 


The doctor makes another sugges- 
tion which most 
people 
will 
agree 
with, and that is if visitors must cover 
as much space of ground in a day as 
they can, it should be done with quick 
step. 
Don't loiter or saunter, but in 
going 
from point 
to 
point 
move 
quickly; when 
standing 
around an 
exhibit stand still as much as 
possi- 
ble, take it in with the eye rather than 
with the feet. 
The doctor says that 
nothing so quickly produces fatigue 
as the constant and deliberate move- 
ment of the body's weight from one 
foot to the other; hence 
the slow, 
sauntering walk which most people 
practice at tho Fair, tires them out 
before 
they 
are 
conscious 
of 
it. 
Move quickly, 
step lightly and keep 
tho centrifugal action of the legs con- 
stantly in motion. 
These precautions, 
the doctor says, with frequent rests of 
half an hour or so, will enable one to 
spend a whole day at the Pair and come

Now is the time for the Amer- 
ican farmer to realize on all the forage 
he has. 
I understand that large quan- 
tities have already been shipped abroad. 
More cannot follow it too quickly, be- 
cause other European countries have 
also been affected by the drouth, and 
forage is needed everywhere.

withstanding the fact that they did 
not even have rudimentary 
eyea 
When the Qsh were taken out of thi 
hot water and put into buckets 0: 
•cold water for the purpose of being 
transported to the surface, they died 
as quickly as a perch or bass would li 
plunged into a kettle of water thai 
was scalding hot; not only this, but 
the skin peeled oil exactly as if thej 
had been boiled. 


Eyeless flsh are common enough it 
all subterranean lakes and rivers, buJ 
this Is the only case on record of liv« 
ing flsh being found In boiling water.
